Loxpox, March 1.—Unofficial dispatehes from 
Teinkitat state that a battle raged all day yester- 
day, The rebels fought desperately, aud im- 
mense numbers of them were shot down, The 
British fought in an oblong square, and the rebels 
Were beaten at every point. 

THE BATTLE-GROUND. 

TRINKITAT, March 1.~Tuursday night Gen. 
Graham's expedition eticamped near Fort Baker. 
The troops were all assembled before sunset ex- 
éept the Sixty-fifth Regiment, which arrived al 8. 
Fitday morning, breakfast over, the forces, about 
4.000 strong, formed in an oblong square, the 
tront aud rear being longer than the sides, owing 
10 the different strength of the regiments. The 
Gordon Highlanders formed the advance, with 
q Gatling guns and one Gardiner in the right 
corner and two Gardiners and one Gatling iu the 
lett corner. The Eighty-ninth Regiment formed 
the right hand side of the squate, and the black 
Watch Regiment the rear. The length of the 
front was 350 yards he Hussars acted as 
mi-cirele one thousand 
yards ahead, covering the front and flanks of the 
main force. The troops advanced over the sand 
knohs and scrub for a mile from Fort Baker along 
the Teb Road, when the rebels opened fire with 


Remington rifles, but the range was so long that 


the shots proved ineffective. The rebels in 
swarms occupied the high ground in front and on 
the flanks of the British army. They retired 
Slowly as the Engiish advanced, keeping about 
3,400 yards from the main body of the English 


force. 
BRITISH CAVALRY 


followed, covering the rear upon the left and 


formed into three lines, distant 900 yards from 


the main army. At 9:30 a gunboat fired from 
Trinkitat, but the shells burst a mile short of the 
@uemy’s position. The cavalry and mounted in- 
fantry advanced on the left to touch the rebeis, 
who moved obstinately, though not indispused to 
fight the infantry, which éontinued to advance 
steadily. Two or three times a halt was made to 
a iow tlie sailors and artillerymen dragging the 
Ths road toward Teb was studded 
with hundred#@f corpses of Baker Pasha's fugi- 
tives, filling the air with pollution, and around 
which swarms of carrion flies hovered. After ad- 
vanelug three miles the earth-works of 
the rebels came in sieht. Guns 
were mounted and standards were flying. 
The rebel fire had now almost ceased, excepi 
on the extreme right and left, The British 
stepped forth as if on holiday parade, playing 
bagpipes, and thé Highlanders footing cheerily. 
They advanced until within 800 yards of the 
rebels’ position, where was an old sugar mili sur- 
rounded by a number of huts, and forthwith two 


guns were situated. Here a halt was ordered, and 


the scouts féjoined the cavalry. Neither for 
seemed disposed to open fire. At last, “Atten- 
tention!’ was called, whereupon the rebels see- 
ing the British move, began thé battle with shell 
trom a Krupp gun, which passed wide over the 
square. The next shots were 

AIMED WITH GREATER ACCURACY 
and the shelis burst close to the British, wound- 
ing several. The rebels maintained a rattling 
fusilade with small arms. As the shots increased 
the ambulance surgeons were fully occupied 
The English advanced steadily in the square 
without answering the rebel fire until they pass- 
ed the north face of the rebel works. At this 
point a piece Of shell wounded Baker Pasha, 
and twenty men were hit. After an echelon of 
1,000 yards @ halt was ordered ana the men direct- 
od to lie down. It was now hoonday, clear, aud 
the wind dispersed the smoke of the revel fire, 
disclosing the rebels’ movements. 

Then the British Opened fire and the rebel fire 
rapidly slackened. An advance was at once or- 
dered. The troops rose and approached the 
rebels’ works. The rebels were in no mill 
tary order, but they held their position 
Gesperately. There were two thousand 
of them in front and hundreds on the sides of the 
square. As the British advanced, firing, the 
rebels arose within two hundred yards of them 
and rushed headlong witn spears upon the 
British line. They fell dead to the right and left. 
None of them bolted, but fell back sullenlv. [av- 
ing cleared the ground in frout the British attacked 
Fort Burnaby, ana carried it after a desperate 
fight. They turned two Krupp guns against the 
enemy. but the Arabs contested every inch. The 
British then stormed the brick building, and at 1 
o’clock the rebeis bolted, the gatling guns and 
Martini rifles creating great havoc among them. 
The English forces advanced to the well at Teb, 
where the rebels made their last stand. After 

FOUR HOURS’ ARDUOUS FIGHTING 
the British gained possession of the rebels“ camp. 
The Gavairy charged the retreating rebels, who 
did not bolt, but gave the troopers blow for blow. 
The enemy retreated slowly and the British kept 
up their fre. Gen. Graham decided to pass the 
night at Teb Wells. The advance on Tokar will 


be made to-day. 
VICTORIOUS FVBRYWHERE. 


LONDON, March 1.—Special dispatches to the 
Dally Telegraph confirm the report that the 
British were everywhere victorious in yesterday's 


battle. 
THE KILLED AND WOUNDED. 


LOFDON, March 1.—Latet advices from Trink- 
tat give the following information: The rebels 
were found in foree, withtwo guns mounted, at 
the oid fort, three miles from Fort Baker. Firing 
opened on both sides, and lasted a long time. The 
rebels were finally repulsed, after 1,000 of their 
men had been killed. The British losses are 10 
Killed and 40 wounded. 

THE BRITISH LOSS, 

LONDON, March 1.~—Th ar Office has received 
a telegram stating that the losses to the British in 
the fight near Trinkitat were twenty-four killed 
and 142 wounded.

member. By good business ability, a 
rare industry, aud very = straightforward 
dealing, Mr. Wells has made for himself 
an excellent business record, which 
insures him the confluence of those Who know 
him, Dut bas left him a perfect stranger to the po- 
liticui world. He is in independent circumstanees, 
aud, being only 57 years of age, isin full posses- 
siou of all his facuities and energies. His eandi- 
dacy was not the result of his own ambition, but 
wis proniptec, it is said, by the friends of 
Postmaster Hays, who, when @hey discovered 
some time in December that Mr. Hays’ chances 
for reappointment were hopeless, held a meeting 
in the business 2 of the Globe-Demoerat, and 
agreed to put Mr. Wells forward as their next 
choice, Fora time Mr. Hays, his friends aud the 
Globe-Democrat were regarded as the 
uncompromising supporters of the 
Wells boom, and Mr. Wells became 
an active candidate, Just before tie holidays, 
however, the postmastership deadiock at Wasii- 
ington served to send Hays stock up again.

A Real Estate Agent's Views--Insurance 
Loans Secured by 4 Single Citisen - 
Bankers Who Make Light of the M 
ter. ä 


The disquietude caused in real estate circles by 
the threatened withdrawal from the State of Mis- 
souri of the investments made b thé Connecticut 
Mutual Life Insüranee Company has not dimin- 
ished, and the stidjéét continues to cause very 
grave and earnest discussion among those whose 
spirit of enterprise leads them to put up 
buildings with money obtained at a low 
rate of inférest. The aspect of the 


case, stripped of its legal confusions and techni- 
éalities muy be stated as follows: For tweuty- 
tive years past the Connecticus Mutual has been 
loaning money in Missourt, as Other States, tak- 
ing as deri trust deeds on real estate. It has 
dove a very large and prosperous business in this 
way, and only once, previous to the recent de. 
cision by Commissioner Phillips loomea up, did 
there appéar auy doubt that the ideality its 
way of doing business in this State could a 

tackéd, This was when one of the debtors o 

the co by named Adam Albert contested the 
ciaim of the company aud set up in his defense a 
section of the Missoufi banking law which made 
void aud of none effect all bonds. bills or notes 
or other 112 of securine the payment of 
money of bank notes loaned ur advanced by any 
foreign corporation of incorporated banking 
company, which is doing business by tts officers 
or agents within this State. The case was decided 
in tue lower courts in favor of the insurance com- 
pany, and, on appeal to the Supreme Court, the 
‘eo was coufirmed, that court finding that 
a foreign Corporation vot engaged in the 
business of batik bg inay make loaus of money in 
this State, and that the object of the law relating 
to legal banking was to prevent the introduction 
of a depreciated currency into this State. and 
the competition of foreign banks with local ones. 
The opinion closed as follows: “Whilst it is the 
policy of the law to protect the authorized bank- 
ing establishments, as wellas the peopie of the 
Siate, against the injurious effects of a banking 
business carried on by a foreign banking corpora- 
tion, through its agents, and thus fleoding the 
country wilha Worthless circulation, yet it was 
not intended to drive out money from another 
State to be loaned in the ordinary way. The 
umount Of money loaned, or the number of loans, 
is wholly immaterial, and it makes ho difference 
whether the saine belongs to an individual or a 
corporation, if it was such money as is 
net proniviied from circulation by the laws 
of the Sine. From ali that appears 
in this case it Was lawful money of, the country, 
and neither the party to whom tue loan was made 
nor the publi¢, could be injured by the fact of its 
being loaned by a corporation instead of an indl- 
vidual,’ 

With this and another decision of somewhat 
like nature as protecting precedents the Counett- 
iout Mutual went on lendiug money in Missouri 
until afew days ago, when Mr. Rowse, its finan- 
cial agent, in acccrdance With instructions from 
President Greene, anuouneed that, on iccount of 
a recent decision by Conimnissionér Phillips, the 
eompany would be obliged te withdraw from the 
bustvess of loaning money in inis State. The 
decision of Commissicner Phillips, given .in a 
éase where an litiuois bauker sought to sell the 
property of a Missuuri farmer who had borrowed 
money from him. reopened the whole question of 
the pains and penaities to which foreign corpora- 
tions doing business nere are liabie and 
changed the feeling of seenrity under whieh they 
were doing business into a fee'ing of doubt which 
prevented them from going ou doing business. 
The defendant in the case pleaded the section 
whieh had been already unsuccessfully pleaded, 
and Judge Phillips. while stating that out of 
respect for the previous Supreme Court decisious 
with which he disagreed, said he would not de- 
cide the case in accordance with his own views, 
yet expressed the opinion that the law preventing 
foreign corporations trom 

LOANING MONEY IN MISSOURI 
was in force and migit be applied to their disad- 
Vantage ou some future occasion. 

“The law, which has since been modified some 
what, was frained by the Legislature in 1837,’- 
siid Gov. Johuson, this morning, after he had 
eopsuited a number of venerable law books, aud 
asl nd that its adoption oecurred four days 
after the xranting or tiie charter of the old Mis- 
sour! State Bank, it is reasonable to presume that 
it was intended to protect that bank froin outside 
competition, Undoubtedly the modifications 
which the law afierwards underwent were intend- 


ed to Bulid the local insuraneé Companies oi the 
State.“ 


One of the most energetic and progressive of 
the real estate men of St. Louis, speaking of the 
threatened withdrawal ef the Connecticut Mutual 
said: , 

„The company has already shut down, and if tt 
continues to do so the damages to the city and 
Stite will be enormous. They were the most Mo- 
eral people Lever did business with. Their invVa- 
riable rate of interest was 6 per cent, and their 
rule was to advance money to the extent of 50 per 
cent of the vaiue of real estate, and 40 per cent 
on improvements. Since April last we have 
placed with them 81, 200 O worth of loans in tbe 
following amounts: $346,000, 8200. 000, 6200. 000, and 
$414,000. The narties for whom we effected these 
loans are ali more than thoroughly satisfied with 
the nature of the transactions. One of them 
the man who got the 886.000 — 
had his property all tied up. and as be saw it 
hopelessly involved through his abilities to pri- 
vate indiviauals from whom he had borrowed 
money at 7 auds percent. He came to me ia a 
terrible state of mind; he Was absolutely in tears 
over what, he considered the hopeless condition 
into whicl his affairs had sunk. I took hold of 
his business and in ashort time had: converted 
his liabilities to private individuals at 7 and 8 per 
cent into a Habilitty to the Insurance Company, 
hearing interest at 6 per cent. The company has 
driven out of the State all the private money 
lenders, but they’ll de back here before long.“ 

CASHIER THOMSON 

of the Boatman’s Bank took an opposite view of 
the case, stating that the possible withdrawal of 
the Connecticut Mutual was by 00 means so seri- 
ous à matter as nad been supposed, “That com- 
pany lends money at long dates, with security 
equal to double the loan and at6 per cent inter- 
est. There are lots of local capitalists ready to 
do thessame thing, Such an investment is eou- 
sidered a very good one. Auy man wauting to 
borrow a few hundred thousand dollars on such 
terms would not have to go a block from the 
bank here to get it.“ 

The president of the Commercial Bank said: 
„That decision of Phillips’ don't amount to any- 
thing. Foreign corporations doing a mouey lend- 
ing business ſu this city can sue iu the Federal 
Courts, whieh wil give them justice. Mr. Greene 
knew this when he wrote his letter, which is all 
buncome,”’

One ofthe Boldest Forgery Exploits Yet 
Attempted Here--Cashier Nickerson ’s 
Cool Course in an Emergency. 


A dapper, well-dressed, self-possessed man of 
about 40 years of age, was committed to jail this 
morning under a warrant charging Geo. A. Vin- 
cent with forgery in the third degree, bis accuser 
veing John Nickerson, cashier of the St. Louis 
National Bank. In view of the credentials which 
Mr. Vincent presented, this seemed really barsh 
treating for as nicé-looking a man as he is. On 
Monday last Mr. Nickerson received from Mr. 
Chalaroni, cashier of the Union Nationai Bank of 
New Orleans a letter stating that Mr. G. A. Vin- 
cent, @ merchant of that city, would 


be up here in a few days to buy goods, and would 
resenta draft on the Natioual Park Bank of 
New York for $6,500 which Mr. Nickerson would 
pe safe in honoring. In order that there might 
de no mistake, the signature of Mr. Vincent, on 
the back of one of the deposit checks of the New 
Orleans bank, was enclosed, so as to identily 
him. Mr. Nickerson noticed that while the sig- 
nature of the New Orleans Cashier was perfect, 
and although the letier head and deposit check 
were all right, the body of the letter was writien 
jn a hand different from that of the majority of 
commuuications frum there, and without kuow- 
ing just why, Mr. Nickerson became sus- 
picious. The amount was considerable, and after 
the subject had recurred te his mind several 
times, he concluded to telegraph an — etd as to 
whether a letter had been written identifying any 
such man. A lelegram came back very promptly, 
sialing that the Dank had forwarded ho letter 
jdentilying anybody of that name, Mr. Nickerson 
immediatety sent word to Chief Harrigan, who de- 
tailed Detectives Tucker and Tracy to stay at the 
bank and watch for Mr. Vincent. These de- 
tectives remained in the president's room during 
banking hours from that time till noon yesterday. 
It was just after 12 o'clock, noon, when Mr. Vin- 
cent came in and inquired for Mr. Nickerson. 
That gentleman responded,and Mr. Vincent re- 
marked that he supposed a letter of advice had 
deen received, identifying him, etc, Mr, Nicker- 
had,and then was disgusied by 
the discovery that the two clerks with whom he 
bad arranged for the summons ofthe detectives 
ata given signal were out at lunch. He imme- 
diately engaged Mr. Vinceutin conversation to 
kill time, and New Orleans business and other 
topics were discussed. Mr. Vincent produced a 
' FLARING PRINTED BUSINESS CARD, 
giving his address aud piace of business, it being 
announced in large type that honey was a 
speciality. Mr. Vincent said that it necessary he 
could have himself identified by any of several 
dustness firms here, whose cards he produced 
from his pocket. Mr. Nickerson said that it was 
altogether unuecessary, as the letter from New 
Orleans settled the question. He then asked 
in what * Mr. Vincent wanted 
the money. r. Vincent thought that 
currency would be most satisfactory, as le 
would be making purchases here and there, and 
could do better withicash. He did not want the 
money rigut away,as he had deposited the draft 
at his hotel (Hotel Barum, Dot liking to carry 
such a valuable paver Brennd with him. Mr. 
Nickerson still detainea him by social talk, and 
at last the clerks returned rom lunch. Then the 
signal was given, the detectives were summoned 
from the presideni’s room and the arrest was 
made. Mr. Vincent was very complacent, aud 
when the New Orleans telegram was shown bim 
requested to give an order on the hotel for the 
check. He said he did not like te give himself 
away to the hotel people by letting a detective 
present the order. e compromised by giving it 
to Mr. Nickerson, who, with Detective Tracy 
presented it at the hotel and found that Vincent 
bad pothing on deposit there except his valise. 
This was captured, and Viucent, when questioned 
said he knew they wouldn't get anything. He 
was taken tothe Four Courts, and in his pocket 
were found two drafts, exactly alike, for 36.500 
each, onthe National Park Bank of New York. 
This indicated that he expectee to swindle the 
bank in St. Louis and a bank somewhere elise, 
possibly Kansas City or Chicago, by the same 
process. A later telegram from New Orleans 
announced that uo draft had been 
issued to anybody named Vincent. Tet the drafts 
were perfectly regular as to printing, as to punch, 
and as to the signature of the New Orleans cash- 
ler, which was perfect.

Dr. Tudor Escorts Negroes to Baek 
Seats in Centenary Charch — What. 
Church People Think of It—Talks 
With Dr. Tudor, Dr. Neff, Rev. Wil- 
son, Dr. Boyd, Revivalist Harrison and 
Others. 


The following communication was received at 
this office this moruing: 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Having been a pretty reguiar attendant at the 


Harrison revival meetings, and having witnessed 
the apparent sympathy of the Christian 
workers with all classes and conditions 
of men 1 was considerably surprised 
when, the other evening after one of 
the meetings, a Christian (friend toid me that not 
two weeks ago, the Rev. Dr. Tudor of the Cen- 
tenary M. E. Church, perceiving that two colored 
couple had taken seais toward the front, in 
the young people's meeting in the lower 
room, requested, in fact ordered, them to 
find seats in the rear of the rooms, and led them 
there personally. So far as 1 have learned, the 
parties whose presence in front was objectionable 
to the reverend gentieman, acted in every way 
becoming to seekers after God’s truth and light, 
and Christian charity and kindness. 
Now, what 1 want to Know ts: Is there a color 
line in religion? If so, is it not generally sup- 
posed to be wiped out in times of “great re- 
ligious awakenlags?” If not, what is the use of 
thie “renewed baptism of the spirit,” 
if it. is insufficient to break down 
a pre judice that 18 as hostile 
to our Civilizaiion as slavery or polygamy? Even 
if this revival shall win a thousand converts, will 
it not bea miserable failure if it shall not root 
out such an antiquated antipathy? As the bivie 
teaches that God is no respecter of per- 
sous,’ can. you isform me where Dr. 
Tudor gets his rights to make the way to salva- 
tion easier to a white man than to a diaek? Does 
atly custom of his church antedate the words of 
Him who said: “Come unio me, all ye that labor,“ 
etc.?. Are there any back seats or galleries in the 
kingdom of heavan? INQUIRER. 

In regard to the above a reporter of the Post- 
DISPATCH interviewed a number of prominent 
miuisiers yesterday onthe general — of 
discrimination in seating whites aud b ‘ 

DR. TUDOR SAID: 

“Yes, the colored people in question were 
shown to seats in the rear in accordance with the 
custom of the church, which aims to prevent the 
promiscuous mineling of the races.“ 

“Is it the case in all your meetings—preaching 
and prayer-meetings alike?” 

“Certainly. We always see that the colored peo- 
ple attending the regular worship are seated 
in the gallery, and When they atteud the prayer- 
meetings they are assigned places in the baek 
part ot the room. I assure you u's a eustom ol 
the church that causes tie separation.“ 

REV. W. T. NEFF 
of the Central M. E. Church very em- 
phatically said: ved am opposed to 
any such distinction on account of color, and do 
not think it is founded upon evangelical doctrine, 
which undoubtedly constrains us to fellowship 
with everybody worthy of it in a Christian sense. 
Ihavein mind now the old Apestulic Church,- 
uded Jew and Gentile.’ e 
J REV. JOHN A. WILSON 
of the Unitea Presbyterian Cuurch said that col- 
ored ple could secure ihe best seats in his 
church if — got in 3 enough, and he didn’t 
think it interfered with bis services in any way if 
such people sat in front of the church. 

Wat wouid you say of any evangelical church 
that makes a discrimination according to color?”

No, emphatically no. The idea of a man say- 
ing be is north or south of Christ would

REV. MR. HARRISON, 

the boy preacher, was seen at the Lindell just 
Starting out for a church meeting ut 
had time to stop and “talk a minute.“ In re 
ply to the usual question he replied in nis quick, 
nervous way: “Xes, yes; of course we makea 
distinction between whites and blacks in the 
matter of seating.

FIGHTING IMPROVEMENTS. 

The city of St. Louis is startled over the 
discovery that there exists in the statutes of 
Missouri a clause which aims to prevent 
the loaning of outside capital in Missouri. 

Why should they be startied? It is ouly a 
single illustration of the manifold attempts 
that have been made by a certain c:ass of 
people in St. Louis to kill every improve- 
ment in business and property. 

Two weeks ago the Supreme Court decid- 
ed that the city of St. Louis had authority to 
reconstruct the streets. Why was such a 
decision necessary? It was because the 
Real Estate Owners’ Protective Association, 
composed of such men as Gen. D. M. Frost 
and SAS Bent and others of the richest, 
and, consequently, the best“ citizens of St. 
Louis, opposed street reconstruction. 

We are trying to get some much needed 
street railway improvements. They are bit- 
terly opposed by Maxon and SCULLIN and 
other citizens of St. Louis interested in 
street railways. 

The Exposition seheme is facing an in- 
junction sued out by THomas T. GANTT, one 
of the richest and, consequently, best citi- 
zens of St. Louis. 

Our best citizens made us pay double for 
Forest Park, and would not allow us to have 
the park we wanted until we consented to 
take two that we did not want. 

It is our best citizens who are fighting the 
Fair Grounds extension and the Elevated 
Railway. 

The Call Board was opposed and delayed 
for two years by the millers of St. Louis, 
nearly all of them wealthy and prominent 
men. 

The Grain Elevators were fought inch by 
inch by our wealthy citizens. 

The Eads Bridge was opposed as fiercely 
as if it threatened ruin to thecity. Whena 
Chicago blackmailer came down to fight it, 
hefound the “best” citizens of St. Louis 
Willing to join him. 

Finally, the history of this proscriptive 
legislation against foreign capital is the his- 
tor of the repeated, persistent and corrupt 
attempts of the St. Louis capitalists to drive 
out foreign capital. The men who wrecked 
and ruined the local life insurance compa- 
nies here were at Jefferson City year after 
year trying to drive foreign life insurance 
ompauies out of the State. 

Why should the citizens of St. Louis be | 
startled when out of so much resistance to 
the march of improvement one effort is dis- 
astrously successful? 


THE POSTMASTERSHIP. 

The appointment uf RoDNEY WELLS as 
Postmaster of St. Louis disposes forever of 
the unjust surmises which ascribed Presi- 
dent ARTHUR’S delay to selfish political cal- 
culation. We heard on ali sides that the 
reason of the delay was ArRTHUR’s desire to 
secure the Missouri delegation at the conven- 
tion; that he wanted to nominate a man who 
could “fix” things, and send an ARTHUR 
delegation to Chicago. 

The appointment of WELLS dispels all 
such motions. He is not a schem er, nor log- 
roller; he is almost unknown in polities and 
wholly without influencein the State. He 
is incapable of pretending to be in a position 
to ‘‘fix’’ the delegation. 

The true reason of the delay probably is 
that the President was unable to find out 
the truth about the aspirants. In the ques- 
tion of office-seeking the Republicans of Mis- 
souri are a band of political hvenas, always 
ready to rend each other. It is ag much as 
any man’s reputation is worth to encounter 
any of the small factions; they are as ready 
to destroy the last shred of his character as 
they are te beat him out of his last dollar, 
and amid political tactics of this kind it 
must be very hard forthe President to dis- 
cover any man fit to run a Post Office. 


THE NORTHERN PACIFIC CASR. 

Of the Northern Pacific Railroad Line and 
branches there remain fifty miles uncom- 
pleted in the State of Wisconsin, to whieha 
land grant of twenty sections to the mile, or 
640,000 acres, attaches; also 450 miles onthe 
Pacific slope, to which the grant was forty 
sections to the mile, or 11,520,000 acres. 
Here, then, is an aggregate of 12,160,000 
acres, which Congress clearly can, and cer- 
tainly should, restore to the public domain. 
But, from the land grant decisions of the 
Supreme Court now on record, we infer 
that that tribunal will not recognize the 
power of Congress to deprive a road of its 
land grant by a retroactive deciaration of 
forfeiture as to the completed parts 
after permitting the grantee to go on 
and build the road when the time had 
elapsed without any declaration of forfeit- 
ure. The thirty odd millions of acres 
of grant attached to that part of 
the road completed since the time 
limit was passed, July 4 1879, 
and before any declaration of forfeiture was 
even proposed in Congress, may be held by 
the Supreme Court to have been as fully 
earned with the consent of Congress as was 
the grant belonging to the 531 miles com- 
pleted before July 4, 1879, 

We believe most of the lands now owned 
by railroads were earned in this way, by the 
tacit consent of Congress, after the stipu- 
lated time had elapsed, and that, if Congress: 
can by a retroactive declaration deprive the 


by a retroactive declaration strip the other 
land grant roads of the greater part of their 
vast possessions. Indeed, as the time limit 
called for the completion of the entire line 
in each case, a rigid application of the prin- 
ciple of this Northern Pacific declaration 
should restore to the public domain the en- 
tire land grant in each case where the entire 
line was not completed within the specified 
time. 

But no such principle has bean applied in 
any other case. On the contrary, where all 
the other conditions were fulfilled and the 
grantee had failed only in the matter of 


Congress to declare the grant forfeited was 
equivelant to an extension of time, and that 
every mile of road completed before such 
declaration legally earned its grant. 

It seems to us that public sentiment will 
sustain this rule in every case where the 
grantee has acted in good faith and built the 


different case where the grantee fails or 
makes no attempt to build the road, or bulids 
a different one, or sells or assigns the grant 
to another company whose line is not the 
one contemplated in the act making the 


grant. 
— — 


HOT SPRINGS. 

The people of Hot Springs have had much 
to suffer from gambiers, thugs, street shoot- 
ings and other unpleasant features. But just 
at present the worst enemies of Hot Springs 
are the Citizens’ Committee, who yesterday 
gaye conspicuous illustration of the rule of 
mob law bx advertising to the world that 
they had run the agent of the Associated 
Press out of town. 

This would bea crime under any eircum- 
stances. Arkansas is a civilized State. It 
has a government, its courts are open, its 
Sheriffs duly authorized, and all who refuse 
to abide by the law are law-breakers. 

But we are told that in Hot Springs, where 
nineteen-twentieths of the citizens support 
the Citizens’ Committee, the law is power- 
less and mob law is the only remedy. This 
is ridiculous. 

Moreover, complaint is made of the Asso- 
ciated Press dispatches. The Associated 
Press has no motive but to tell the truth; its 
agents have the strictest orders to adhere 
closely to the facts. If any false statement 
is made the Associated Press stands ready to 
give as wide publicity to the correction as it 
gaye to the statement. The lawles@ness 
which sets aside the laws of Arkansas to in- 
flict violence on an agent of the Associated 
Press is a blunder which is, under the cir- 
cumstances, worse than a crime. 

We advise the Citizens’ Committee to look 
at the matter a little more valmly, to consult 
their best interests, and to allow the laws of 
the State to take their course. 


IN connection with the last dynamite ex- 
plosion in England the London Times says: 
It is intolerable that we are exposed to 
this succession of plots from a nation pro- 
fessing to be friendly with us.” And that 
paper thereupon insists that the United 
States shall prevent the commission of these 
crimes in England by catching and punish- 
ishing the plotters thereof in the United 
States. How egregiously, how exquisitely 
absurd! If England cannot stop this horrible 
system of wholesale murder dy detecting the 
perpetrators in the act, or by catching, con- 
victing and punishing them after the erimes 
are committed in England, how inthe name 
of common sense can we detect or pun- 
ish the offenders inj this country, when 
they are only contemplating and plotting 
crimes to be committed at sume future time 
and in some foreign jurisdiction? Our laws 
deal only with overt acts. Our detectives 
are not mind-readers. On the contrary, 
quite the reverse.”

The agitation over the condition of outcast Lon- 
don has resulted in a movement to give the mis- 
erable wretches who are huddled together in vile 
dens, or are without any sheiter at all, compara- 
tively comfortable lodging places and to otherwise 
alleviate their sufferings.

The latest coinage is the 
vyerdpto “slum,” with all the variations that a 
word is capable of, and the act of ‘‘ slumming ” 
is the pilgrimage of a grand dame through the 
loathsome habitations of degraded and poverty 
stricken bumanity, with her train of admirers and 
an escort of two armed detectives. These so- 
called charitable excursions are extremely popu- 
laramong society ladies, and serve as spice to 
the mono tony of their existence. 


A FrencH philosopher has been coilecting 
statistics of divorce and has been drawing con- 
clusions from them which are interesting and 


admirably, is a Nick, Cannes and Monte Carlo, the bealth and 
remembered by gambling resorts of European society, are getting

‘into three groups; group A. in which divorces

The canal will commence at a point on 
the Elbe, between Brunsbuttee and St. Maga- 
rethen, and will end at the Bay of Kiel, near 
Haltenan, south of the Friederichfori fortiflea- 
tions. It will be ninety-seven kilometres long, 
one hundred metres wide, and will have a depth 
at low water of nine metres, so that the largest 
vessels may passin both directions in all tides. 
Germany will control the canal, and thus will be 
able to transfer her men-of-war witbout making 
the passage of the Belt, which may be impeded 
by Denmark at any time.

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TRIPLE THERMIC MOTOR. 


A New Discovery Which Will 
Revolutionize Things.

Description of the Wonderful Invention 

--Bi-Sulphide of Carbon the Agency-- 

A Syndicate With a Capital of $25,- 
000,000 Formed. 


CHICAGO, March 1.—The announcement is made 
of the discovery of a new and remarkable motor, 
known as “the triple thermic-motor.” The pew 
motive power is the vapor of bi-sulphide of car- 
bon. It hag been in practical use in driving a 
sixty-horse power engine for six months 
past in a cement paving manufactory. 
on West Forty-sixth street, New York. The dis- 
coverer of the means of applying the new power 
and the inventor of the machinery who adapted 
its use is W. S. Colwell, formeriy of Pittsburg, 
who, it is claimed, bas been at work for many 
years on an application of the same material frum 
which the vapor is generated. Bi-sulphide of car- 
bon is a discovery of the last century. 
The foree and power of the vapor in its 
application far surpasses that of steam, and its 
application and regulation is already under more 
perfect safe control than steam. The invention 
(or discovery) consists in evolving bi-sulphide of 
carbon into a vapor for operating machinery by 
generating heat ina generator and transferring 
it into a vessel containing bi-suiphid of carbon. 
The latent neat of the steam is utilized into 
vapor, only 118° being necessary to produce this 
vapor. A prominent engineer of Chicago, giving 
the result of his examination of the new motor, 
says: “Isaw a fifteen-horse power boiler with 
very little fire under it generating steam which 
generated the new motor, which in turn rau 
anengine of sixty-horse power.” A syndicate 
has been formed, which controls the invention

000,000, of which $8,000,000 has already been real- 
ized on the stock.

“Yet these cheap evening dresses you say cost 
from $150 to 82507“ 

„Fes, and sometimes more.“ 

“Aud the more expensive ones for day wear?” 

“Cost from $350 to $1,000 a piece. A first-class 
dress, such as can be gotten up in this country, 
will cost $500 while those purchased abroad cost 
more than that.” 

“Are many of the costumes worn here made 
abroad?” 

“On, yes. Tou can scarcely go to a reception 
or society event of any importance without see- 
ing some of Wortn’s or other Parissau or London 
costumes. Nearly all the prominent society 
ladies here go abroad every four or five yeuis, 
and while there, lay in a quite large stock of 
dresses, It is po uncommou thing for ladies of 
that class, when they return from Europe to 
bring four or tive thousand doliacs’ wortu 
of dresses with them. You see lor the sort of 
dresses they can get abroad tu.ey may pay as high 
as a thousand dollars, and very Often as high as 
$750 and $1,000.” 

“And are these seen very often in society here?“ 
“Quite often. At tie President's reception she 
costumes worn bv the ladies who receive with hint 
are usually very expensive. Those worn 
by ladies not receiving are not 80 
expensive as a rule. Ladies in social lite 
Usuaily wear their best and most expensive 
dresses at nome and in receiving their visitors 
there. When the President asks ihem to assist 
him in receiving, of course they desire to appear 
in as good form as they would im their own 
homes.”

An immense Drum. 

The Hallowell Granite Company are at present 
engaged on the National monument to be erected 
at Yorktown, Va. They have just commenced on 
the drum“ or first piece of the column. it is to 
be, when finished, vine feet six inches in diameter 
and nine feet high. Thirteen ailegorical fig- 
ures in das relief are to be carved around it. This 
work will be in charge of Italian sculptors in the 
constant employ of the company. It is doubtful 
if there is another place in the country where 
sueh stones can be quarried. The derrick to be 
used in erecting this monument is now being con- 
stracted in Boston. The mast, a single stick, will 
be 102 feet long, with a boom ninety-eight feet.

Does the Enforcement of the Johnson 
Law Hurt Business. 


An Overwhelming Majority of 
Business Men Say No. 


The Trade of the City Not Appreciably 
Affected by the Stoppage of Gaming. 


Interviews With Prominent Merchants 
of the City—The Question of Gaming 
orno Gaming Discussed—No License 
for Gambling Wanted, | 


There has been considerable talk among 
ceriain classes as to the injurious effect 
which the suppression of gambling has had 
upon the general business interests of the 
city. It has even been stated thata maj ri- 
ty of those who are anxious about the wel- 
fare of St. Louis would not be sorry to see 
the Johnson law repealed. In order to as- 
certain the sentiment upon the matter, Post- 
DISPATCH reporters were sent out to-day 
to call upon leading businessmen, It will 
be seen that the gentlemen met were found, 
almost without a single exception, to be un- 
equivocaily against gambling in all its 
forms. Not aman was found to say that he 
would be willing to see the old state of at- 
fairs prevail, or that gambling should be al- 
lowed to run. The following are the inter- 
views on the subject: 

MR. JOSEPH FRANKLIN. 

“Hurt business?” said Mr. Joseph Frank- 
linof the Wm. Barr Dry Goods Company, 
“why bless you, no. That's all nonsense.” 

“And you think thereis no necessity for 
licensing or countenancing it in any way?“ 

„All I have to say is, that I hope if there 
are any business men- who do favor gam- 
bling, you will print a list of them and keep 
them standing for the information of the 
public.” 

“Would you take a place in that list?“ 

„On the contrary, I think it would be a 
great outrage to licensegambling. The idea 
is absurd that a thing which is wrongin it- 
self is necessary to our business prosperity. 
1 have heard that nonsense about our having 


lost the National Convention because of our 
prohibition of gambling, but 1 don't believe 


all I hear.” : 
And your business is not at all impaired 
by the suspeusion of that species of indus- 


“Why, of course not!“ 


— 


then said with a deal of emphasis: 


Les, 1 could give you a very decided 


opinion as to the effect of the gambling law 
on business generally, but I prefer not to be 
quoted on that subject. It might hurt our 
business. You had better see my partner, 
Mr. Lipman.” 

Mr. Lipman was found, and, having lis- 
tened very placidly to the inquiry, re- 
sponded : 

“You will excuse me, I hope. I haven’t 
given that subject any attention, and I 
would not like to venture an opinion on it.“ 

MR. R. M. SCRUGGS 
was contemplating with much gratification 
the excellent work that was being done by 
the Provident Association when the repurter 
found him. He smiled incredulously when 
asked as to the injurious effect of gambling 
prohibition on business, 

“Why, the proposition is absurd,” said he. 
“Things have cume toa — pass when it 
can be asserted that our business prosperity 
is dependent on such an odious foundation 
as that. We certainly have felt no iil effects 
from the closing of the gambling houses, 
and I don’t think you'll find one sin- 
gie business man who will express himself 
in favor of a removal of the restrictions ou 
that vile practice.” 

Being assured that the view was not nearly 
so unpopular ashe seemed to suppose, he 


id: 

“Is that so? Well, I’m amazed. I certain- 
ly can’t understand it. This much 1 do 
know, that there would certainly be not 
nearly so many people dependent upon the 
Provident Association as there are to-day 
nad the gambling houses been closed a few 
years sooner than they were.” 

MR. SAMUEL KENNARD 
had neither time nor inclination to discuss 
the subject. 

‘You'll have to see some one that knows 
more about the matter than 1 do,” said he. 
“All L can say is, that we don't depend on 
the gamblers for our trade, and if our busi- 
ness has been affected. by the closing of the 
gambling houses we have not discovered it.“ 
R they see no necessity for licensing them, 

den?“ 

No; I see no necessity for it.“ 

Mn: — you are not in fayor of the licensed 
plan?“ 

“I didn’t say that.” And Mr. Kennard 
hurried away. 

MR. A. C. STOCKTON, 
of the house of Coon, Beck & Marshall, said 
that his acquaintance with St, Louis was of 
such comparatively recent date that he could 
hardly furm an opinion as to whether the 
business had been impaired by the cessation 
of gambling. “I can say this, however.“ said 
he, “that unless her experience differs from 
that of places farther West,her business will 
suffer very matemally if the gambling hous- 
es remained closed. I lived for quite a num- 
ber of years in Las Vegas, and 1 had an ex- 
cellent opportuulity to watch the results of 
the prohivition policy. So long as the gawb- 
ling houses aud dauce houses were open, the 
town was full of 8 business was 
ming. As soon as places were 
Closed, the town became far more respecta- 
ble, churches went up very rapidiy, and the 
place was far more pleasaut to live in, es- 
pecially fora man withafamily. But at the 
same time business fell off to an alarmin 
degree, and by contrast with what it h 
been, the town seemed to be dead. Of course, 
in larger and older communities the effects 
would not be so marked, but even they, I 
think, must feel the depressing results in 
some degree when they ciose the gambling 
houses, However, as I said before, I don’t 
know enough about St. Louis to form any 
sound judgment as to whether her trade has 
been injured or not.“ 
MR. H. W. PHELPS, 
of Merrick, Walsh & Phelps. was a member 
of one of the recent grand juries which paid 
their respects to the gamblers in a manner 
not at all ble to the latter.

The extent 
wh business has suffered by the en- 
orcement of the prohibitory law is very dif- 
ficult of determination, because business is 
— ly dull in ‘off vears, and this is count- 
an on year. That it has suffered to some 
extent, however, there can be no doubt. 
As to the remedy, I have no 
epinion to express. Even though I 
avored a license law I should be very slow 
to say so. Youcan readily see thata firm 
which relies on mixed patronage for its 
trade cannot afford to volunteer any expres- 
sions which might be offensive to a large 
number of its patrons. If people were al- 
—2 tolerant, it would bea different thing, 
and a man could express himself freely on 
these questions. But there is hardly a firm 
in town which would not suffer a direct loss 
of trade were one of its members to declare 
in favor of the license plan. The gamblin 
question is one wherein moral welfare ang 
business interests collide, and it is a que 
tion which shall be made to give way to the 
other. 
MR. F. J. COMSTOCK 

of Burrell & Comstock was not prepared to 
Ui position on either side of the question. 
I haven't given the subject any thought,” 
he said, but it seems to me that the sup- 
—— of gambling makes no appreciable 
ifference in trade. It certainly makes none 
in ours. So far as licensing it is concerned 
I nave no particular objection to it, but I 
Know of no necessity for it. The men for 
vou to see are the wholesale men, who get 
their trade from outside the city. If you 
will talk with the salesmen whose duty it is 
toentertain their country customers when 
they come in to purchase supplies, and to 
Show them the sights of the city, you will 
be able to get a more correct idea than in 
any other way.“ 

At the house of 

MILLER & STEPHENSON, 
neither of the leading members of the firm 
was to be seen, but Mr. Roe, the vice-presi- 
dent, and Mr. John R. Gaunt, the secretary, 
happened to have that very subject under 
discussion when the reporter called. 

There can be no doubt,” said 
they, that the business of the 
city is best when gambling-rooms and un- 
mentionable resorts are open to business. In 
our business we have felt the effect of closing 
the gambling houses to only a limited extent. 
Of course there is a pretty direct relation 
between gambiing and the saloon business, 
and when the one is thriving the other 
Shares in the prosperity. Consequently 
when the houses are closed, the saivuns do 
not need as frequent or as fine supplies of 
giassware as when business is booming. 
Thus we feel the effects in an indirect man- 
ner. As to whether gainbling should be 
licensed, however, that is a pretty serious 
question to determine. If itis permitted at 
all, it should be licensed so as to prevent 
brace games and other forms of disbunesty. 
There can be little doubt that to license it 
wouid have a beneficial effect on business. 
The average country tradesman, wuen 
in arrauging his annual or 
semi-annual trip to the city, 
always counts on a certain amount of sight- 
seeing and pleasure. It is important 
ecent to him, and even if he be a church- 
deacon he can’t help feeling that for this 
trip it ean do no harm for him to relax 
a little in the severe rules by whieh he 

overns his home life. 80 _ feel- 
ing. if other things are equal, he will 
prefer to go to the city where there is the 
most lifeand gaiety, and where the most 
sights are to be seen of a class different from 
what he sees at home A stringent license 
law, therefore, which will prevent dishonest 
and tricky games wuld be far more Dbenefi- 
cial to business than a law for the suppres- 
sion of gaming. 

AT THE GOODYEAR RUBBER HOUSE 
Manager J. B. ‘thompson was found, with 
an opinion that had no doubtful ring to it. 

“So far as the general good of the public 4s 
concerned gambling is all wrong,“ he said, 
“But would a license law benefit business?“ 

Not at att. It's absurd.“ 

„Then you do not favor license?“ 

“Ceriainly not. Gambling is wrong; in 
dact, it hurts the community, and the idea 
that legitimate business is seriously affected 
by its suppression has no foundation.“ 

The gentleman who spoke for 

HURST'S HOTEL 
had been giving the subject a considerable 
amount of consideration. 

‘**There is no use in moralizing or talking,” 
said he, 'the fact is potent to all hotel men 
that country merchants will, as a rule, not 
come where the gambling law and laws of 
that kind are enforced, When gambling 
houses close, a town immediately begins to 
look dull, and business slacks off, 
am not arguing to what should 
be, but telling you what the 
fact is. In our business we have felt very 

lainly the closing of the gambling houses. 

t seems to me that a license law would af- 
ford the community all the prot ction neces- 
sary, and would at the same time give busi- 
ness a chance to grow. I can’t help looking 
at the inconsistency of those men who in- 
sist on keeping gambling houses closed. 
Every Sunday during the summer we have 
ball games, which are atterded by thou- 
sands, and betting is as free as the air. Yet 
nobody cries out against that, On Change 
every day gambling of the most pronounced 
kind goes on with big stakes, and nothing is 
said about that by our law-makers. But 
when a man goes into a private room and 
makes a wager on chance the law is very 
sensitive, and the community demands that 
he be prosecuted for it. If such an act is

wrong, all other species of gambling is 


wrong; and they ought to suppress it all or 
none.

Gamb- 
ling is wrong in principie, I know, and I do 
not believe in it, but the question of sup-

MR. D. E. GARRISON 
said; “Lam in favor of putting every possi- 
ble safeguard around our young men. I 
should be very sorry to see gambling li- 
censed in St. Louis. It would betne means 
of ruining two-thirds of the young men of 
the city. The main thing that 
prevents them now from going 
to these places is the fear of being caugut 
and exposed. They know it would be a dis- 
grace, But when you license these saloons 
and make them legal places of resort, this 
saleguard is removed. I am most emphatie- 
ally in iavor of suppressing gambling entire- 
ly—peaceably, if it can be so done, if not then 
forcibly.

Hedid not believe that 
any business man whose trade was worth 
having would, when starting to visit a city 
to make purchases, give the preference toa 
city where gambling was in full biast over 
one where it was not. “‘Whenone of these 
men come to town we business men waut to 
get his money. I want to get the money of 
a country grocer who comes to town to buy 
goods and if some other grucer sells to 
my customer I’m disappointed. I should 
be much more disappointed if I found that 
my customer had run foul of a gambling 
house and been cleaned out of the money he 
intended to buy groceries with. Another 
thing: -When we hear of an employe’s mak- 
ing away with his employer’s money, dou’t 
we almost invariably find that gambling is 
at the bottom of the crime? Oh, no; we 
don’t want gambjing, and we don’t want to 
sell goods to people who are so fond of gam- 
bling that they can’t do without it.” 

W. P. GETTYS, ; 
produce dealer at No. 103 North Main street, 
was very emphatic in his remarks, saying: 
„Let the gamblers go; we are better off 
with them partially suppressed as at present 
and we’d be better off with them suppressed 
altogether. 1 don't believe that the city 
should countenance gambiing or auy other 
vice by licensing it.“ 

A GENTLEMAN 
who did not care to have his name mentioned 
said that morally he was opposed to gam- 
bling. He had never bet on a card or a horse 
race in his life and had abstained fronr prin- 
ciple from so doing.

said: “I believe we have all the gambling in 
the city now that I want to see. Let it run

willrun a splendid chance of losing their 
money to the gamblers before they reach the 
business houses they want to do business 


with.” 
J. W. ELWELL 

said: I am an old steamboat man, and I think 
I know as much about gambling as, any body, 
and that, too, without having ever gaubled 
to any extent myself. I've seen lots of it, 
and it’s my opinion that the more difficult you 
make it for people to gamble the more they'll 
want togambie. Let gambling be publicly 
conducted, under license and proper ker 
straint, and there won’t be as much scandal 
about it as at present. There is no doubt 
that gambling brings lots of business to a 
city. Take New Orleans for instauce. Tat 
town would be dead all winter if it was not 
forthe gambling. We need it here and 
ought to have it. Out in the country the 
business men almost ail gamble. ‘They play 
their little game of draw poker, and when 
they come to town almost all of them lay a 
hundred or a hundred and fifty aside to have 
a game in the city, and they're going to a 
city where they can have it.

No, sir, I don't believe that licensed 
gambling would do anything élse than seri- 
ously injure this city.’ 
MR. POINDEXTER, 
leaf-buyer for P. Lwriliard & Co., said: 
“Keep the gamblers out of the city if you 
waut to preserve your business interests 
from danger. ‘Talk about keeping gambling 
under restraint is all very well, but whea 
you license one kind of gambiiag you have 
to license all, and that lets in bunko 
and all the other skin games. No 
know that the tobacco trade of Cincinnati 
has suffered a terrible blow, simply and 
purely through the evil representation that 
city has obtained as a haunt of bunko-men. 
Several of the tobacco shippers got caught 
by these feliows, and the result was that 
they now send all their tobacco to Louisville 
instead of Cincinnati. I remember the very 
case which had the most to do in producin 
this result, An old tobacco shipper h 
cloxed up his business at Cincinnati, had 
$3,800 on hand and was preparing to go home 
when the bunko-steerer succeeded in gutting 
him in two. He lost every cent of his money 
and the case caused such a commotion that 
the other tobacco shippers got frightened 
and they all decided to give Cincinnati the 
go-by. The Cincinnati police got aroused, 
and after very hard work they broke bunko 
up, but not before it had done a great deal 
of harm to the city’s business.” 
MR, JOS. GRISWOLD 
of the Laclede, said: “I regard a metropoli- 
tan city as the abode of all kinds of humani- 
ty, the good, the bad and the indifferent; 
and the exclusion of one class of society de- 
stroys its metropolitan quality. We have a 
police furce whose business it is to control 
and regulate or suppress vice. Law-abiding 
citizens don’t require anything of that kind. 
There is one species of the human family 
known as gamblers. Where square gambling 
is conducted,I am in favor of it; but for skin 
games, bunko-steering, three-cari monte, 
roping minurs and clerks handling trust 
funds, that kind of gambling [am opposed 
to. Ifa man wants to adopt that as a pro- 
fession, and will gamble with those in the 
same profession, or those who know what 
they want to do with their money, chance it 
on a gambling game or otherwise, I look 
upon it as their right to do so. I say that, in 
my humble opinion, gamuliiag should be 
licensed aud should be conducted with open 
doors. I think that whatever is done in 
secreey, is done in an evil way. There seems 
to be no fault found with dealings in futures 
in the Merchants’ Exchange, which is cer- 
tainly a game of chance, no defalcations or 
misappropriatious of trust funds by clerks 
hanuling other persons money resulting 
from dealings in futures on the Merchants’ 
Exchange, but whenever we hear of defaca- 
tions or misappropriations of other people's 
funds by cierks and others, they invariably 
come from the bucket shops. One is done 
openly and in plain view, and the other in 
secrecy. Now my opinion is, that the retail 
trade of this city has been 
Seriously Affected by the exclusion of a 
certain class of people, known as 
gamblers, and 1 have been very creditably 
informed by some gentlemen traveling for 
the wholesale houses of this city that they 
have frequently been tola by their country 
cust mers that they did not care to visit St.

ART IN ST. LOUIS. 


A Splendid Exhibition of Modern 
Works at Pettes & Leathes’. 


Some pf the Noted Paintings—Paul Har- 
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ney’s New Pieture— Superior Sketches 


Illustrations for a New Book—Ag a 


Art Souvenir. 


The collection of paintings which has been 
on exhibition the past weex at the Pettes & 
Leathe art galleries is unquestionably the 
best, most extensive, and varied ever seen in 
St. Louis. The five rooms that compose the 
gallery suite are filled with the choicest ex- 
pressions of modern art, a vast proportion 
of which have never before been seen out 
side of the artist’s studio. Mention has been 
made during the week of a number of the 
principal pictures in the exuibition, but 


nothing like a complete description can be 
given. The most that can be attempted is 
to call attenti n to a few of the more salient 
features. Of Veyrassat's Harvest Field in 
Belgium” (No. 154 in the catalogue), no 
words of praise can be sufficient to more 
than suggest the superb quality of the work 
on this canvas. Hamerton just ex- 
resses its peculiar quality when 
e says of Veyrassat's work in general that 
“they are full of nature and of art, also, the 
art being successfully concealed.” It is such 
thorough work, and so pleasing withal that 
the imagination is baffled in the attempt to 
find some further quality to desire. H. Aus- 
sandon’s Awakening of Aurora,” the ar- 
tist’s salon piciure of 1883, is a superb work, 
wherein can be found the 8 of phys- 
ical drawing combined wit 
ality which yield the profoundest gratifica- 
tion to the observer. The First Meeting,” 
by Wagrez, pupil of Pils aud Lebanon and 
a medalist of 1876 and 1878, has been the cen- 
ter of admiration for a vast number of the 
visitors who have thronged the gallery dur- 
ing the week.

TERRIBLE ESPINOSAS. 


Mysterious Murders in the Mining Camp 
Twenty-one Years Ago. 

Red Rock Ridge (Col.,) Cor. New York Times. 

As Isat, last night, in a miner's cabin 
about a half-mile below here, in the gulch— 
the cabin ofa miner who has trudged and, 
climbed and prospected these ancient hills 
for more than 20 years, and, like many others, 
bas fairly less of this worid’s goods than he 
began with-—the conversation, | quite natur- 
aly, drifted to the events of old times“ in 
the mountains. My friend has a vast fund 
of entertaining incidents relating to this 
section, and so, after the usual pipe-filling 
and cheering cup, he inquired if I had ever 
heard of the Espinosas. Being a comparative 
fender foot (that is, a new Comer), and quite 
nnfamiliar with the stirring occurrences for 
which Colorado was in its earlier years noted, 
i had to confess my utter ignorance of the 
subject he had broached. As it proved to be 
an interesting and tragic tale, I will attempt 
to reproduce 10 here; but I cannot hope to 
give itin the uncouth yet foreible words of 
ibe bronzed oh man who related it. 

In 1863 the settlement of Colorado was but 
four years old. The goid excitement had 
brought into the Territory, however, a large, 
hardy, and peculiar population. Denver 
(Auraria as it was originally called from the 
giseovery of auriferous deposits in that 
neighborhood) was but a small cluster of 
shanties and tents set- up fer temporary 
occupaney. Aside from this there were few 
tows. save in Southern Colorado, where the 
Mexican element had drifted and established 
jusigullicant settlements Which could 
boast of little besides a name. Fresh dis- 
eoveries of gold were being made, however, 
and Kussel Guich was fast developing what 
subsequently became an_important mining 
at Central, Biack Hawk and adjacent 
points. Afew hardy pioneers had pushed 
ont beyond and settled Breckenridge. 
Fairplay, Ora City, while down by the fovot- 
hills, like sentineis to the fastnesses above, 
vere Colorado City, once the capital, before 
it was removed to Golden; Canon City, 
Badito, aud other mere specks upon the then 
aiwost uubroken region. ‘These were all, at 
best, mere handfuis of people, but ail were 
earnest, determined, hopeful men. The 
search for gold had led them out from the 
overcrowded East, aud they Came to founda 
luture great Stale. 

There was much excitement 
both from local and outside 
bellion in the Southern States, 
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here then, 
causes. Re- 
and the de- 


evelepment of that spirit here had caused a 


leeling of great unrest and trouble, lurked 
everywhere. Confederate plans for acquir- 
ing this Territory were fortunately checked 
by the vigilant Gilpin at Pigeon Ranch. 
Indiaus threatened the borders likewise, and 
their depredations finally led to Chivington’s 
awful punishment of tuis enemy at Sand 
Week. Deésperadoes scourged the mining 
camvs and larger towns until vigilance 
committees took hold and administered the 
justice that the law could not. During these 
troublous days in 1863 an unknown danger 
came. So mysteriously did it work that tor 
the time it fairly paralyzed the mountain 
communities. In March nine men had been 
jound dead along thet rails near Canyon City. 
Each man had a bullet in his head. 80 
nearly similar were the death wounds that 
these mysterious assassinations naturally 
geve rise to much speculation. And this 
was increased when it was learned that 
three wegks before two men had been 
sitniiarly killed in Santa Fe, and also a sol- 
dier in Conejos. Thus as fur as could be dis- 
covered a bloody trail had its origin in the 
City of the Saints in New Mexico, and reached 
now as lar as Canyon City. Ihe news of 
the tertibie crimes, of course, spread rapidly, 
but it could scarcely Keep up wit their com- 
mission. Along the mountain roads, dead 
bodies were found, each with the fatal bullet 
in its skull. No vietim attacked ever told 
the tale. The rife that sighted him carried 
certain death with its missile. Miners trudg- 
ing their weary way up the mountain trails, 
teamsters with horses and vehicles, met 
their late alike. One singular fact appeared 
o be this, that all were killed in the wagon 
loads or on the trails; none were ever found 
off the beaten paths. Of course, the people 
became appailed andjardly dared to venture 
beyond the reach of immediate aid. No one 
could teil from what concealment the messen- 
ger of death—-that had never missed its mark 
~mizht in its turn reach him. Dread despair 
prevailed ; the fear of an unknown foe per- 
vaded the hearts of those pioneers who 
dared face any danger openly. In fact, a 
iign of terror prevailed, Ine assassinatious 
became more frequent. Men would leave 
their cabins, camps, or the mountain cities 
lor remote sections only tu be found, perhaps, 
a few days later by more fortunate travelers 
dead, aud in their skulls the small hole 
rough which their lives went out. 

Finally, a company of twenty volunteers 
Was raised in Park County. Their leader 
Wasa wan of great bravery, and every man 
ili the party was ready to lay down his life 
lo solve the mystery. ‘Lhe first work this 
Company did was to .ptinish a band of 
notorious thieves that had been engaged 
robbing miners’ cabins and fumes, and who 
Were Well known. But this did not stop the 
“read work of mysterious murders. At Red 

ek Ridge—right here, by the way, where 1 
Write this letter—and all along the trail, mur- 
red men were found singly and in pairs., 
and always the same wound, the same sized 
bullet, the same trained hand, evidently, had 
Hired the fatal shot. 

A few days later the band of volunteers, in 
Scouring the neighborhood, found a trail in 
the lower part bi the South Park that ted to- 
ward Cauyon City. It was early in the after- 
Hoo when the trail was struck. They at 
once look it up, and after having traveied 
dolle alstauce in the mountains came about 
hoon upon two horses feeding.

A WARRIOR’S REVENGE. 


The Story ofa Skull in which Birds 
Have Nested Many Years. 

There is in the possession of a family 
living on Baldwin’s Creek, near the scene of 
the bloody and decisive battle between the 
American forces under Gen. Sullivan and 
the Six Nations under Brant and other 
eo chiefs, in 1779, a curious relic of that 
vattie, which has a tragic story of its own. 
It is the skull of an Indian, with a buliet- 
hole in the center of the forehead. The an- 
cestor of the present owner settled on the 
farm still occupied by the family just after 
the Revolutionary war. The story has been 
handed down with the skull as follows: 

The Indian to whom the skull belonged 
was one of Brant’s bloodiest and bravest 
warriors, He participated in the Wyoming 
brutalities, the horrors at Minisink, and the 
bloody Cherry Valley massacre. He was 
the leader of the marauding band that 
burned the settlement at Harperstield, Dola- 
ware County, and murdered the settlers 
there. An aci of his at that massacre is al- 
leged to have led to his own death at the 
hands of au Indian enemy, an adopted son 
of the peaceable chief, Cornplanter, Young 
Cornplanter, Who was friendly to the whites 
hearing that an attack on the Harperstield 
settlement was contemplated, sent a squaw 
of his tribe clear froin the shores of the Al- 
legheny River, to warn the settlers. She ar- 
rived tuo late to perform the service, as the 
savages had reached there first and accom- 
plished their work. She was captured, how- 
ever, and, known to be a Cornpianter squaw 
aud her errand suspected, she was killed and 
scaiped by the leader of the hostile band. 

When this became known to young Corn- 
planter he swore vengeance against tue mur- 
derer of his squaw. When Sullivan was 
sent into the Susquchanua country on his 
errand of destruction Cornplauter was em- 
ployed as a scout to precede the army aud 
keep the General informed as to the plans 
and strength of the Indians. Iu the perfor- 
mance ol this duty he was creeping through 
the woods near the present village of Weils- 
burg, When suddenly he saw an Indian also 
stealing along. Cornplanter stopped behind 
a chesnut tree. ‘The other Indian was a 
Seneca and hid himself behind a fallen tree. 
Cornpiauter, uncertain Whether tue Seneca 
had seen him, remained motionless behind 
the chesnut but peered arouud the trunk 
with one eye, Dringing the hiding-place of 
the other ludian in view. Presently the 
head of the Seneca rose stealthiily above the 
lallen trunk, aud a moment later the Indian 
rose to his feet and glanced cautiously 
about. Cornplanter recognized his bitter 
enemy, the slayer of his squaw, and the In- 
dian he had sworn to kill. The next instant 
his rifle covered the Seneca brave, and the 
report that followed was the bloody war- 
rior's deatu-Kuell. Cornplanter scalped the 
chief aud left him lying where he teil. Tue 
next day the Battle of Baidwin’s Creek was 


fought aud the Indiaus were routed. 

‘twenty years later young Cornplanter, 
who had gone to the West, returned to the 
vicimity of Baldwin’s Creek. One day he 
was Waiking in the woods with the grand- 
father of the present owner of tue Liditan 
skull, whose guest he Was, aud, stopping 
suddenly and looking about him on every 
side, said to his host that it was on that spot 
that he had killed Brapt’s warrior in 1779. 
Coruplanter went to a certain ‘spot, aud, 
digging away a deep layer of leaves, uucov- 
ered the moidering bones of the Seneca 
brave. The skull was as sound as ever. 
Cornplanter kicked 1t spitefuliy away from 
him into the woods. His cumpanion picced 
it up, and, taking it home, putat on a tall 
pole, and the blue-birds hested in it for 
years. It uow serves as @ retreat, for two 
pet ground-squirrels. ‘The small hole in the 
forenead shows how unerring was the In- 
dian Coruplanter's aim.

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A CARAMEL. 


How It Is Adulterated With Glucose, 


Paraſline and Other Ingredients, 
From the Boston Globe. 


“Tt is not hard to get good caramels in 
Boston, but it is much easier to et poor 
ones, said a confectioner to a Globe re- 
porter, “The caramel is a modern invea- 
tion, and came into use about twelve years 
ago. ‘To-day it takes the lead of every other 
candy. Properly made, it is composed o 
cream and sugar. As it is bought in the 
majority of places it consists.of glucose 
water and sometimes paraffine. 

“And why paraflne? was the question. 

“Chiefly to give a ‘body.’ Glucose costs 
about half as much as sugar, but is thin, aud 
if used alone is apt to be sticky. The 

raffine gives It the waxy consistency 

ound in the genuine caramel. You can tell 
inferior caramels by theig semi-transparency 
when held up to the light. If such ones are 
very sticky, glucose alone has been used. If 
they are waxy and will not whoily melt in 
the mouth paraffine is present in large pro- 
portion.” 

„How much paraffine would a pound of 
caramels be likely to contain?” 

Perhaps a quarter of a vound—perhaps 
less. It would be a matter for the maker's 
judgment. I have tried paraffiue myself 
with candies, but not of late years. It is 
not injurious to health, and I should not 
look upon it as a bad adulteration, It is not 
very digestible, of course, but peopie who 
buy candy don’t do it to help digestion. All 
I can say is, if you want to buy good cara- 
mels, don’t buy cheap ones.“ 

J Sell more of caramels than of all other 
candies combined,“ said the lady who pre- 
sides over a store on Washington street, “and 
Il warrant them made of pure cream and su- 
gar. Why should we adulterate when we 
la ve a clear profit of 60 and 70 per cent as it 
is? I donot say that cheap caramels are all 
adulterated, but I know that they are not 
made from cream at 81 a can, and sugar at 
eignt cents a pound. These, you see, are 
pure cream caramels, and any that you taste 
wiil melt away in the mouth ary easily. 
This is the rea! caramel. It would be a very 
different affair if either water, thin milk, 
glucose or parafflue were used. Caramels 
made of such things cost the maker only a 
few cents a pound, van be sold much lower 
than the gendine article and give a profit of 
perhaps 200 per cent. ‘There are plenty of 
such sold in Boston.“

The Inn of the Brass Bull. 
From the Hartford Courant. 

The old inn known as the “Brass Bull,“ at 
Thompson, was burned last week. It was 
the oldest house in Windhain County, a large 
wood-colored edifice of the “lean to“ period, 
which greatly antedated the Revolution, hav- 
ing been built in 1710. Over the door was a 
miniature bull of old-fashioned hammered 
brass, which was also swallowed up in the 
flames. In the days of the then great New 
York, Hartford and Boston turnpike it was 
a changing station for the stage horses, and 
when the stage route vanished at the ap- 
proach Of the railroads it feebly heid its 
own as a summer resort. It had little 
diamond window-panes, wide fireplaces, and 
outer doors cut im halves, after the original 
New Engiand style, which suffereu the 
lower part of the door to be used as a breast- 
work against the onslaught of Indians. 
From its situation, on the apex of Washiug- 
ton Heights, a charming bird’s-eye view in 
the different States of Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, and even across Connecticut to the 
biue line made on the southern horizon by 
Long Island, in New York State, was to be 
gained. 

The most famous of local traditions have 
sprung from this oid house. It was eut up 
in all sorts aud numbers of odd-shaped 
rooms, and the fire on the kitchen hearth 
burned for more than one hundred years. In 
fact, this was the source of the old building’s 
ruin, for the continual heating of the stune- 
work in the greatchimney zharred the oaken 
floor timber above, until finaily the flames 
burst out and consumed the structure. For 
152 years it was used as an hostelry, and it 
was the Ocasio of Gen. Washington’s 
sojourn at the “Brass Bull“ that led the 
courtly proprietor to dub the hill whereon it 
stood Washington Heights.

ON THE BOURSE. 


Wheat Speculators Looking 
Higher Markets. 


The Exchange Gum Chewers—How Dull 
It Is—Fraley’s Side—Notes From the 


Floor. 


The St. Louis wheat speculators are a badly 
mixed set of men just now. Most of them are 
bearishly inclined, but they are afraid to sell. 
The stock of No. 2 wheat has run down so low 
here and millers are such persistent purchasers 
that the bears are unwilling to go short, fearing 
to work themseives into a squeeze if they do. 
From what can be learned there is not much of a 
shortage in Mav wheat, The “ring boys” say 
there is no difficulty in ringing out contracts. 
Nearly ali the firms on the floor are evened up on 
the deal, having it bought from one and sold to 
another or vice versa, Still there are some 


wh ‘ofess to believe that May wheat will be 
— — Just to avoid that possibility. nearly 
all the traders are shunning May and turning 
their attention to the year option. How a “‘cor- 
ner” can be run in May with a line of shorts to be 
manipulated, itis hard to understand. It is be- 
lieved by some that cash wheat will become 80 
scaree in this market that the price will be forced 
up to $115 and probably 81 20 before very long: 
that this will advance the options and te shorts 
here will be badly squeezed. It looks very much 
though as if it would be the millers, who will want 
the cash wheat, who will be squeezed instead of 
the shorts. Ou tie other hand, it is stated that 
the advance is only a scheme of the bulls, who 
are anxious to force the market up, so they Can 
unload and put out a line of shorts at the 
higher prices. And itis also said that if the 

rice goes much higher the millers, who have 
afely bought about 350,000 bushels No. 2 wheat, 
will unload it; and also that certain parties here 
have representatives througn the country 
buying up ali the wheat they can find, and this 
will be brought in when needed to help break the 
market. But outside the St. Louis market indi- 
cations seem to point to higher prices next week. 
In Chicago the big shorts are still said to be hold- 
ing On. and that a move is on foot to force a sharp 
advance with the result if possible to shake 
them out. Then a line is to be sold and the mar- 
ket hammered lower thanit has yet been. Al- 
ready are reports of damage to the crop besiu- 
ning to come in, ahd now an improved export de- 
mand in New York is spoken of. The general 
impression on the floor is for higher markets to 


be followed by a sharp break.
